In every instance where reconsideration Is requested In view of an inter\/iew with an examiner, a complete written statement of the reasons presented at the Interview as 
warranting favorable action must be filed by the applicant. An interview does not remove the necessity for reply to Office action as specified in §§ 1 . 1 11 , 1.1 35. (35 U.S.C. 132) 

37 CFR §1.2 Business to be transacted In writing. 
All business with the Patent or Trademark Office should be transacted In writing. The personal attendance of applicants or their attorneys or agents at the Patent and 
Trademark Office is unnecessary.

- An indication whether an agreement was reached and if so, a description of the general nature of the agreement (may be by 
attachment of a copy of amendments or claims agreed as being allowable). Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Form is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case. It 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Form will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below concerning the 
substance of the interview.

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Discussed applicant's Rule 1 .132 declaration filed 10/9/2003 
regarding the documents filed in the IDS filed under MPEP 724. Applicant's attorney believes that the declaration filed 
is enough to show that the porttions of the reference used in the rejection are applicant's own work. The examiner 
stated that because the declaration at paragraph 2 sets forth that the document was produced by applicants in 
conjunction with others at SanDisk as well as engineers from Toshiba and ME! that there is some question with regard 
to whose work is reflected in the SD Card specification document, notwithstanding applicants' statement in paragraph 6 
that thesubject matter claimed in the descriptions in the described documents are derived from applicants own work. A 
telephone voice mail message was left on Mr. Parsons' direct line after the examiner consulted with special programs 
examiner Pinchus Laufer to the effect that it has been determined that applicants should provide some specifics with 
regard to which portions of the document relied upon in the rejection are applicants' work, and also that because 
applicants indicate in the declaration that the document was derived from work done by the applicants that there should 
be some explanation regarding how such derivation came to pass, such as who put the document together and when 
did applicant's provide their work to the person(s) who created the document. While the case law as indicated in MPEP 
716.10 indicates that an unequivocal statement as to authorship will be accepted, the cases also appear to require that 
some evidence accompany the statement to show authorship. For example, In re De Baun was decided based not only 
on the applicant's statements but also based on the evidence provided with the statement. In a subsequent telephone 
discussion on January 13, 2004, the examiner tried to again explain the Office's position regarding what is necessary in 
the applicant's declaration in order to clarify what parts of the document are applicants' work. Mr. Parsons explained 
that he believed that although he had not yet done so, it may be very difficult to go through the entire document and be 
able to deliniate that which is the work of the applicants and that which is the work of the co-authors of the document. 
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
